DEBATB il THE HOOSE OF COIIOIS 



Ireland baa not bad long to wait for 
the erldenee of tbe pragreia inade bjr her 

cause during the recess of ParHament. 
The revival of the jubilee coercion act 
hM brooKht the Iriah qneition to the 
very front of Imperial iianea. The first 
business of the Honse of Commons re- 
lated to Ireland. Karl Percy thought 
that Mr. A. Lynch's return for Galway 
cooilituted a breach of privilege. It was 
a curious motion, on which the Speaker 
pot bis foot at once. The return did not 
ia any way impugn the conduct ot the 
Honae. Bnt ttaia did not anflScc for Mr. 
WinatOB Chnfcfaill. Perhapa he had n 
share In the conception of the great 
project that Earl Percy had hoped to 
carry out. In tones of surprised rebuke 
Mr. Churchill incjuircd wht llicr he was 
to understand that the election of a rebel 
did not constitute an insult to the House? 
The Speaker was not properly impressed 
by Mr. Churchill's manner, and informed 
him in frecdng tonea that he did not 
propoae to argue hia mHag. There was 
a laugh, and Mr. CbnrchiU anbaided. 
The Speaker next declined to allow Mr. 
MacNeill to raise the imprisonment of 
Mr. Conor D'Kelly as a matter of priv- 
ilege. True, the very reason which he 
declined to allow Karl Percy to proceed, 
was present in the case of Mr. Conor 
O'Kelly. But Mr. Gully would not al- 
low Mr. MacNeill either to submit any 
reason for contesting his ruling, and the 
matter dropped. 

In the dd»te on the King's address, 
the rival polidea of home rule and coer- 
cion we OBoe again phwaA fonwHibh^. 
fore the country. Ireland aoo South 
Africa, the two problems of empire, 
were the only topics regarded worth 
serious reference by tho BiM(Uah political 
leaders. 

Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman seized 
the opportunity to reafhrm the Olad- 
atonian faith that is in him on the Gov- 
emment of Ireland. If the Liberal alate 
ia to bo cleaned, it ia only, be makes 
clear, that tbe old Iriah pdlicy aball be 
rewritten In dearer and mote legible 
characters. "The atate of Ireland," said 
the Liberal leader, "appears to me to be 
serious in the highest degree from every 
point of view. It is evident that the 
policy of killing a certain thing by kind- 
ness has not succeeded. The revival of 
coercion is the gravest domestic event of 
tbe year. It ia not a favorable accom- 
paniment of the land MIL Th« oontem- 
ptation of the fact that the Government, 
after all they had tried and done, are 
floundering in the old familiar traditional 
way between concession and coerdon is 
calculated to contirm us in our convic- 
tion of the wisdom of the policy towards 
Ireland and the government of Ireland 
which has been and is tbe remedy ap- 
proved by the Liberal Party." 

Mr. Balfour accepted the issue, but 
achnowledged that no Government could 
escape from the Iriah question. Such 
a prompt fruition from the labon that 
produced unity in the Iriah rankawill 
encourage the Irish r e prea e ntativea and 
Irish people to renewed efforts and re- 
newed sacrifices. No tinkering of the 
rules of the House of Con- mons, no in- 
road on the fundamental right of the 
Irish people in tbe matter of repre.senta- 
tion, no fraud upon the constitutional 
aafeganrda of liberty in Ireland, can 
ohsck the advance of the cauae of 
national self-government so long as the 
Irish people are united. And the more 
vigoronaly that cause ia prosecuted the 
more speedily other Irish questions will 
be brought to settlement. In this way 
the land purchase acts, the local gov- 
ernment act, and other minor measures 
were won; and it in this way the pro- 
gress of reform u)x>n other questions is 
best quickened. 

Thus Lord Lytton, the Unionist peer 
who waa sdected to second the address 
in the House of Unda, aedng that a 
coerdon policy oonid not stand alone, 
evsn in that chamber, a«p resssd the 
hope that the Govern Jient "would be 
able Viefore long to introduce a measure 
which Mould afford to the Roman Cath- 
olics of Ireland tbe Opportunity of uni- 
versity education." 

The meeting of the Irish I'aity resulted 
in th^'drafting of several amendmecta to 
the King's address. These amen<h|;ents 
cover every branch of Irish adminiatra- 
tioo and the war. Among them were the 
following: 

John Redmond to add at end: "And we 
humbly represent to Yotir Msjesty that 
the refusal of Your Majesty's Govern- 
ment to bold out any hope to the people 
of Ireland of a settlement on the Irish 
land question by a comprehensive meas- 
ure of compulsory sale of tbe landlord's 
Interest to tbe occupying tenant, and by 
the reorganisation of tbe Congested 
DiatricU Board with largo r sso wc ss and 



with compulsory powers of acquiring 
land, has given riae to widespread dis- 
content and agitation in Ireland; that the 
government of Ireland, inatead of apply- 
iog itself to the removal of gilmacss 
under whidi the people snflter, sad so 
abating the cause of reasonable disooatent 
snd of agitation, have after a period of 
nine years, and at a time when Ireland is 
absolutely free from agrarian crime, put 
the coercion act once more into opera- 
tion, suppressed the right of free speech, 
dispersed legal and peaceable meetings 
wlUi unprovoked and brutal violence, 
and used ooctdoa OMrtSi presidsd over 
by msgistnlas rsmovnbls at ths plsasure 
of thecsocntivo, tosend to jsil without 
trial members of thia house and other 
dtizens of Ireland for no other offense 
than asserting their right to address their 
constituents and fellow-citizens in public 
meeting asst-niolcd ; and finally, to repre- 
sent to Your Majesty that the govern- 
ment of Ireland is not supported by the 
opinion of the vest majority of the peo- 
ple of Irelsnd, and that the condition of 
that conntty demands th* sstions and 
immedtate atttntioa of ftfUamsnt with a 
view to the estabrishment of harmony 
between the Government and the great 
majority of the people." 

John Dillon: "And we humbly repre- 
sent to Your Majesty that the .systematic 
devastation of the South African republic 
and the wholesale capture of tbe women 
and children of the burghers, and their 
imprisonment in insanitary camps, where 
insuffident and unsuitable food is sup- 
plied, la contrary to tho recognised 
usages of dviliaod ift, snd has ahmdy 
caused the deatha of mnf thonsands of 
women and children; that such methods 
of carrying on war are barbarous, and 
have arou-sed the indignation of the 
whole civilized world and also of Great 
Britain." 

Mr. Clancy: "Humbly to submit to 
Your Majesty that the over-taxation of 
Ireland, eatabliahcd by the recent Royal 
Comnrisslon on Fiiisndal Relatione, 
constlttttss a serkws.aad pr sss i n g giiev- 
ance aa regarda that conntty, and 
demands the early attention of Your 
Majesty's Government with a view to its

R. HackeM, Once Woal- 
thy. Dies Poor and 
HomalMS. 



Thomas R. Hackett, at one time a 
wealthy wholesale liquor deader of this 

tera of tho Poor last Tnssday, ps nnil sw 
snd all but friendlesa. The fanecal asrv- 

ices were held in the Cathedral, of which 
he was in former years a prominent and 
generous member, and tbe burial in St. 
Louis cemetery Wednesday morning. 

Mr. Hackett was born in Franklin, 
Ky., where he began life as clerk in a 
grocery, of which he later became pro- 
prietor. In 1864 he came to Louisville 
and formed a partnctahip with John O. 
Otter in ths wholessle grocery business, 
which prospered. He withdrew from this 
firm and opened awholeasle liquor honae 
on Sixth, near Market, and was soon 
considered one of the wealthiest busi- 
ness men of this city. 

He took an active interest in local 
politics, serving two terma as Couudl- 
man for tbe Bightb ward. 

Though enofgstic and su cc es sf ul ss s 
bnsiness man, making money easily and 
pl«fl«tfnlly, Mr. HadMtt's weahneaa was 
his big heart He was gonial and spent 
money freely; lavish in charily, bdng 
frequently Impoaed upon, and devoted to 
his friends, whom he aided liberally in 
every way, his purse being ever open and 
his indorsement ever ready. It was this 
devotion to friends that swept away his 
fortune. Those to whom he had ad- 
vanced money and those for whom he 
had indoraed went down in the iinandal 
craah of twenty years ago, and Mr. 
Hackett, freely giving np hia all, went 
down to poverty, hia only rjtgrst bring 
he had not enough to pay all'in fnll, that 
no one should lose. 

With his inherent energy he made 
several attempts to recoup his lost trade 
that he might pay up tbe debts of his 
friends, for he was conscientiously honest 
and grieved that his indorsement should 
be the cause of loss to any. but he lacked 
capital and was too generotu to go slow. 
Finally failing health a^ a|ie incapad- 
tated hiffl and he wfs hooeleae and 
pennileaa. For a time he was aided by 
f rienda, and about a year ago went to the 
Littte a istsw to sad his Jtoys.

The announcement that I'ather 1'. I". 
Urannan, of Dallas, Texas, would de- 
liver bis famous lecture, "The Church of 
Jesus Christ is Infallible," at Elks' Hall 
Wednesday night under the anapicea of 
the Knights of Columbus drew forth a 
large and appradatlTO mdicnoe. Tbt 
reverend gentleman ia a nstlv* of 
Georgia, and was with Buregard and 
Lee in the civil war, after which he 
went to Teia.s, where he became Mayor 
of the town of Weatherford. He was 
also fleeted County .Mtoriiey, and :is the 
law parliur of Judge George Clark, of 
Waco, eiijovf.i a large and lucrative 
practice, which be relinquished to be- 
come a prieat <d God. His lecture was 
brilliant, coaviadag snd at times hnnor- 
ous, sad for two iMOfs his hcsrtrs were 
held spellbound by his splendid oratory, 
and those present feel greatly indebted 
to the Knights for tbe rare treat. Father 
Brannan spoke as follows: 

Interpreting the Bible. 

\Vh.it do wc uoderstaud by the Infalli- 
bility of th>< cburcbV It means that tbe 
church cannot teach anjrthing but the 
truth. What else ought to be espeeted 
of the church of Jesua Ohristr 

Our Protestant friasda aay that tbe Bi- 
ble, the whole Bible, and nothlac but 
the Bible, Interpreted by every man for 
himself, la the rule of things. The Cath- 
olic church says the Bible is all right, 
but you have no rinht to interpret the 
laws of ihr clcrnal Ood for yourself, and 
there was npvor a Kovrrmnent In this 
world, and never will be, that allowed 
the people to read and interpret Us laws 
for themselves. Suppose you gave the 
statutes stf KantaohT to evesy -smui in 
Xentneky, and saM: "Hero aio the Uws 
of Kentucky, read and interpret them 
for yourself." How long would you 
want to live Jn Kentucky? You would 
havo the reign of Ihc shotgun, the slx- 
Khooter, the bowle Itnlfe and the Win- 
chester. 

Tbe man having a grievance against 
hia nelgtafbor would kill him. Tbe Sherlft, 
would come to arrest him. He would ex- 
claim, "Don't you arreat ms^ Ths laws 
ot my country give me the right to read 
and interpret Its Uws for myself, and my 
interpretation Is I had the right to kill 
hlB, and I dare you to arrest me." The 
same principle applied to religion would 
give rise to a condition of spiritual an- 
archy all over the world. , 

Not one-half of the adult population of

' irom the beginning. Sixty-four years 
passed away before St. John finished his 
work. If you maintain that the whole 
Bible Is the rule ot faith, then all the 
people during these sixty-odd years were 
damned, and whom doea that Include t 
Eleven ot tbe apostlss, because they didn't 
have aay Bible to read and Interpret tor 
tbemselvea. 

I The old Catholic Cburch, at the Oran- 
ell of Carthage, In the fourth eentury. 
separated the true from tbe false, and 
gave you tbe New Testament as you havo 
it today. Nearly 400 years elapsed before 
the people kni'W what the New Testa-

As 
De Wet's force numbered several 
thousand, Kitchener's great coup 
proved a great fissle, aince De Wet 
and his force escaped without leav- 
ing a clew to their whereabouts. 
The early peace in South Africa is 
again indefinitely postponed. 

LEAGUE IN SCOTLAND. 

The Irishmen and not a few 
Scotchmen have formed a branch 

of the United Irish League in Edin- 
burgh, as the forerunner of others 
to be organized in Scotland to 
unite the votes of Irishman and 
their friends to be effective in 
future elections.

Last week Mr. T. O'SuUivau, one of 
our old residents living at 1680 Seventh 
street, received the sad news of tbe death 
of his ncpbew.

every inch of svtlUblc apace in 

SI. Martin's church veere unveiled 
the sncred relics of two of the 
earliest Christian martyrs, St. Mag- 
nus, Roman centurion, and St. Hon- 
osa, Roman virgin, who gave up 
their Uvea for religion in the year 308 
A. D., a hiatorical Iketdi of whoae lives 
and cmel death appeared in these 
ooinmna aevcral weeks ago. Solemu 
vespers was sung, with Monsignor ZaUer 
as celebrant, assisted by Rev. Fathers 
Bachniann and Thome. The sennon was 
preached by the gifted TatherJ. H. Peifer, 
of St. Helena's church, this city, and 
was interesting throughout. Speaking of 
the solemn occasion for which the people 
were gathered, he told of the finding of 
the relica and the manner in which they 
had been aecnred by Monaignor Zabler 
and bronght to Lonisvillc. They were 
discovered in the catacomba of Rome 
over three hundred years ago. the aar- 
cophagua bearing the foUowiag ioacrip- 
tion: 
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St. Magnus, Centurion, Rome. 
St. nonosa. Virgin, Rome. 
Mart. 308 A. D. ' 

* * 

With the sarcophagus was found two 
hollies coiitiuning bloixl, .ni absolute 
proof that the remains wi re Ihose of 
martyrs who had sacrificed their lives for 
the cause of Christ and the Christian 
faith. Iiktbar Mfer said that whenever 
Christians were martyred in the earl} 
centuries their remains were usually 
given back to their friends. It waa re- 
quired that the body be dispoacd of as 
soon as possible. It was tlie invariable 
custom thai when martyrs were buried 
their friends or relatives woii'il put a 
bottle in the coffin. If time permilled 
the bottle was filled with the blood of the 
person martyred, but if not the bottte 
was put in empty. When tlic aarcaphagus 
oontahilng tbeae bonas was opened two 
bottles were fonnd in It. Then followed 
a lucid and scholarly diaeourse on the 
catacombs. He traced their origin and 
gave a vivid description of these lasting 
relics of an early age. He said the cata- 
combs had not been buill, but were the 
result of the custoui of the Romans at 
that time of digging inti> Ihe earth and 
mining stone for building purposes. 
The Romans did not quarry it as it is 
done now, but dug a shaft similar to a 
mine abaft of the preaent day and took 
out the atone required t>y them in that 
way. When the peraecntion of the 
Christians became so great that they bad 
no place of safety on the earth they went 
into the catacombs ami held their meet- 
ings there and buried their dead there. 
This furnished them a refuge until they 
became so numerous they could safely 
meet in the open. It is supposed that 
the bones of these two martyra were 
placed in the cataoomba during the time 
the early Christians held theu meetings 
there. Father Peifer then dcacribed a 
martyr. He gave the scriptural defini- 
tion of the word, saying that the word 
martyr, a9 underslcKxl by the Catholic 
church, meant a slate of almost perfec- 
tion. It was llial slate in which the 
mind threw off the spirit of worldiness 
and drew near to the divine. He said 
that though nothing was known of the 
manner of death of the two martyrs, it 
waa known they were martyra and were 
therefore entitled to the veneration of all 
Christiana. 

After the sermon Monsignor Zabler 
Biiil Ihe priests left the altar in solemn 
procession, marching down the center 
aisle and returning by the side aisle to 
St. Joseph's altar, followed by the entire 
assemblage. When the altar was reached 
the veil was withdrawn, exposing to 
view the aacred remains of St. Magnas 
in a handaome marble and glaaa case. 
Then proceeding ' to the altar at the 
Blessed Vbgin another aimilar ease was 
unveiled and the relica of St. Boneaa, the 
martyr virgin, were revealed to all. 
Returning to the main altar all present 
knell and recited the Litany of the 
Saints, followed by the beuediction. 
During all this time not a person left the 
aacred edifice, and for fully an hour 
afterward the foithfal passed before the 
altars. 

The receptadea la wUdi the holy 
relica reat arc ooostmctad of glaas and 
Carrarean marble, which waa imported 
from Europe for the purpose. The ends, 
tops and bottoms are of marble, while the 
front and back are of glass. T'u- sk ill-, 
rest on red velvet pillows; the tinkers are 
interlocked across the breasts, while slip- 
pers cover skeletons of feet. But for the 
akuUs and fingers there is nothing to re- 
mind one of a skeleton. A golden crown 
ia on the skull of each and each has a 
paho leaf daaped in bony bands. The 
crowna r e p r eaan t the crowna of glory 
which their martyrdom has won and the 
palm ia the emblem of victory over death. 
The bonea have been bound together 
with cotton strips, re-esmiilishing us fat 
a* possible the human uutliur. I'ailu i 
/abler attended to all of the work of pre- 
paring receptacles, rube*, crowns, etc., 
lor the sainia, and bos leccived many 
congratulatlooa for the esoelleat rssntta.

away Tuesday morning at the age of 
seventy-one. He was the father of Mrs. 
Isaac Wright, wife of the well known 
railroad conductor, with whom he re- 
sided at 12'2') West Kentucky street. The 
funeral waa largely attended Thursday 
moraing, when requiem high mass was 
snag for the f^oae of his soul at St. 
Loida Berttaad'sehnrdi.

Dennis SuUivau was n man of 
sterling qualities, generous to his fellows 
and highly respected. His death is attri- 
buted to heart tronbles resulting from 
injuries austaiaed by the explosion of a 
dynsmita cartridge two yeara ago.
